A.M. in 114. That's not 9 or 8, it's 10:00 A.M. tomorrow
morning.,"

Speaker Breslin: "Very good, the Executive Committee will meet at
10, not at 8 as previously recorded. Executive Committee
meeting starts at 10, tomorrow. Representative Mulcahey,
for what reason do you seek recognition?"”

Mulcahey: "Well, as long as we're still not doing anything
yet...let go with another announcement...the Elementary and
Secondary Committee which was scheduled to meet at 8:00
A.M. tomorrow will meet at 9:00 A.M. instead."

Speaker Breslin: "Very good, that's Elementary and Secondary
Education meeting Ladies and Gentleman will start at 9
instead of 8 tomorrow, That's Elementary and Secondary
starts at 9 instead of 8 tomorrow; and Judiciary I will
begin at 10 instead of at 8, 10 A.M., for Judiciary 1I.
Representative Brunsvold, for what reason do you seek

recognition?”
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Brunsvold: "Thank you, Madam Speaker. Announcement...the
Constitutional Officer Committee will not meet tomorrow.
The Constitutional Officer Committee will not meet
tomorrow."

Speaker Breslin: "Did you hear that announcement Ladies and
Gentlemen? The Committee on Constitutional Officers, will
not meet tomorrow, that meeting is canceled.
Representative Keane, for what reason do you seek
recognition?”

Keane: "Thank you, Madam Speaker. I would ask leave of the Body
to move Senate Bill 529, from Committee on Assignment and
have it go directly to Second Reading, Second Legislative
Day. I discussed this the Major...(sic)Minority Leader
and...they've approved 1it, and I'd ask for a favorable
consideration.”

Speaker Breslin: "Representative Keane, has moved to bypass
Committee on Senate Bill 529 and place Senate Bill 529 on
the Order of Second Reading, Second Day.

Speaker Breslin: "Are there any Motions or Amendments?"

Clerk O'Brien: ",,,That should be Amendments 1 thru 5 were
adopted previously. No Motions. Floor Amendment #6."

Speaker Breslin: "Representative Mays."

Clerk O'Brien: "Offered by Representative Mays."

Speaker Breslin: "Representative Mays."

Mays: "Thank you, very much, Madam Speaker. I'm the principle
Sponsor I believe on Floor Amendments numbers 6 thru 10,
and I would like to withdraw those Amendments."

Speaker Breslin: "Mr. Clerk, withdraw Amendments 6 thru 10, Are
there any further Amendments?”

Clerk O'Brien: "Floor Amendment #11 offered by, Representative
Mautino."

Speaker Breslin: "Representative Mautino."

Mautino: "Thank you, very much, Madam Speaker. Amendment #11,
provides for $16,000 from GRF to the Department of
Employment Security for those ordinary and contingent
expenses for the regional office, which is the...lease in
equipment at the facility and I move for its adoption."

Speaker Breslin: "The Gentleman has moved for the adoption of
Amendment 11, to House Bill 834, On the question, the
Gentleman from Adams, Representative Mays."

Mays: "Will the Gentleman yield for a question?"

Speaker Breslin: "He Will. Ladies and Gentlemen, Ladies and
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Gentlemen. Representative Mautino, 1is presenting an
Amendment."

Mays: "Thank you, and the question from, Representative Mays. To
your knowledge Representative, are there any offices in the
whole state that are funded administratively by a General
Revenue Fund?"

Mautino: "...Probably not. But the for example let me put it
this way. The offices that are in operation such as Public
Health...Public Aid etcetera. All have those 1line items
for those office provisions embodied in them. This is no
different except that the money comes from...since
unemployment comp bureau of employment security is all
federal funds we have to provide for the utilities and the
office space.”

Mays: "Does that mean no?"

Mautino: "I quess."

Mays: "Okay, to the Amendment Madam Speaker and Ladies and
Gentlemen of the House. What we have here is a relatively
minor Amendment for $16,000 in General Revenue Funds. And
on the dollars along I guess you can't really argue, but
it's a precedent. I think that we're going to be setting
with this move that is absolutely the wrong way to go.
Every other office in the entire State of Illinois is
funded either through federal funds, or through statewide
administrative account funds within the Department of
Employment Security. By breaching that precedent with this
one I think we're setting a bad tone and going the wrong
directions. I would urge a 'no' vote, and a Roll Call on
this Amendment."

Speaker Breslin: "Representative Mautino, to close."

Mautino: "Thank you, Madam Speaker. We have a facility in
Central 1Illinois that serves approximately five counties,

all other state offices are embodied in this facility with
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the exception of the Bureau of Employment Security and
Public Health, In order to complete the services provided
for those residents of those counties, we ask that they be
funded like everyone elses 1is funded. I move for its
adoptions."

Speaker: "The question, is 'Shall Amendment #11 be adopted?' All
those 1in favor vote 'aye', all those opposed vote 'no'.
Voting is open. Have all voted who wish? The Clerk will
take the record. On this question, there are 63 voting
‘aye', 49 wvoting 'no', 1 voting 'present', and the
Amendment is adopted. Are there any further Amendments?"

Clerk O'Brien: "Floor Amendment #12 offered by, Representatives
Mays and Harris."

Speaker Breslin: "Representative Mays."

Mays: "Thank you, very much, Madam Speaker., I believe I am the
Chief Sponsor on Amendments #12 thru 17, and I would ask
that we would...leave of the Body to withdraw those
Amendments.”

Speaker Breslin: "Mr., Clerk, withdraw Amendments 12 thru 17. Are
there any further Amendments?”

Clerk O'Brien: "Floor Amendment #18 offered by, Representatives
Mays and Leverenz."

Speaker Breslin: "Representative Mays."

Mays: "Thank you, very much. This Amendment restores $5,437,300
in federal funds to the Department of Employment Securities
budget as amended. The bulk of those dollars will go into
the contractual services lines to...reflect planning and
programming activities in EDP. I would move for Iits
adoption.,"

Speaker Breslin: "The Gentleman has moved for the adoption of
Amendment 18, to House Bill 834. On the question, the
Gentleman from Cook, Representative Bowman."

Bowman: "Thank you, Madam Speaker, Ladies and Gentlemen of the
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House. I rise in support of the Gentleman Motion this is
an agreed Amendment. Thank you, very much."

Speaker Breslin: "The Gentlemen from Bureau, Representative
Mautino.,"

Mautino: "Yes, it is an agreed Amendment."

Speaker Breslin: "Very good. The question is, 'Shall House Bill
shall Amendment #18, to House Bill 834 be adopted?' All
those in favor say 'aye', opposed 'no'. In the opinion of
the Chair the ‘'ayes' have it. The Amendment is adopted.
Are there any further Amendments?

Clerk O'Brien: "No, further Amendments."

Speaker Breslin: "Third Reading. House Bill 850, Representative
Mays. Clerk read the Bill.,"

Clerk O'Brien: "House Bill 850, a Bill for an Act making
appropriations and reappropriations to various agencies.
This Bill has been read a second time previously.

Speaker Breslin: "Representative Mays, 1is recognized for the
purpose of making a Motion. Proceed, Representative Mays."

Sawyer."

Speaker Breslin: "Representative Matijevich, moves the adoption
of the Death Resolution.
